FACT AND COMMENT. 

Report has come to Seattle that Capt. Joe Bernard, famous arctic navi- 
gator and membor of our Society, has been lost in the Bering sea together 
Trith his boat, the Teddy, and crew of three or four men. The Teddy sailed 
from Nome for Anadyr, Siberia, last October. Weeks passed and Anadyr 
reported she had not arrived. Searching parties sent out along the Siberian 
coast reported they were unable to find trace of either men or ship, and 
it is now believed that Capt. Bernard and members of his cre^ perished in 
a storm that raged on the northern waters of Bering sea two days after the 
Teddy sailed from Nome. Capt. Bernard has been known to the Arctic for 
nearly a score of years and his investigations and collections made among 
the so-called Blonde Eskimos in the vicinity of Coronation gulf, Banks Land 
or Victoria Land are well known. Many members of our Society will remember 
his interesting talk at the June meeting of last year, on his observations 
of the nesting of certain birds along the coast of Coronation gulf. It is 
hoped that Capt . Bernard and his men may have been able to safely land on 
some island in Bering sea and may later reach civilization. 



The Editor believes that he speaks for all members of the Pacific North- 
west Bird and Mammal Society when he states that the bill (Senate 1452, 
H.R. 5823) now before Congress, providing for a Federal hunting license, 
has their unqualified support. This bill begins by requiring a Federal 
license for all those who shall at any time hunt migratory birds. It 
provides that such licenses shall be issued and the fees collected through 
the several postmasters of the United States. It provides that the money 
collected for these licenses (the fee is $1.00) shall be converted into 
a special fund, not less than forty-five per cent, of which shall be used 
for the purchase or rental of public shooting grounds and migratory bird 
refuges. An additional forty-five per cent, is to be used for enforcing 
the provisions of the migratory bird treaty with Canada, for scientific 
investigations of bird life and administrative purposes. Ten per cent, 
of the license money is to be used to repay the initial S50,C00 which 
the bill would appropriate for starting the work. This bill would enable 
the Federal Government to carry out a constructive program in controlling 
the killing of migratory birds and would be of far reaching advantage to 
all those interested in the preservation of same. 



A suggestion has been made to the Editor as to the advisabilitj' of 
publishing in the Iifcirrelet locality bird lists similar in character to 
that of the Tacoma list by J. Hooper Bowles in this issue. The sugges- 
tion is a good one, p.nd we would like to have such lists for Portland, 
Spokane, Wenatchee, Yakima, Victoria and Vancouver at least. ¥ill not 
the members of our Society in those cities get busy on such lists and 
send them in for publication.
